under the Harrison administration. 
President McKinley said that tie fail- 
ire to accept the proffer o£ annexation 
In 1S93 while not a subject of congrat- 
ulation, was not wholly without its 
value as it had demonstrated that the 
existing government could maintain 
tuelf, and no question could be raised 
of the authority of the preseul govern- 
ment to negotiate the present treaty or 
of iu right to yield ice sovereignty of 
the islands.

If tb« United State* should be in- 


volved BOW with Spain or any other 
power of ccnaequeacti, the first move 
would be to place the regular anoy in 
the fifeid, and immediately afterward 
toe national snard -would be mobilized 
for active service. 


We have a national guard composed 


of enthusiastic •volunteers, maintained 
in many states more by their sacrifices 
than by the just treatment of their state 
govenusenta. The efficiency of the 
gnarti varies from high in several states 
to below zero in others. The regimen- 
tal and company strength widely differ, 
the equipment and clothing are ex- 
tremely variant, the anus likewise dif- 
fer, and acme have magnificent armo- 
ries, while others drill in sheds. To 
bring order out of 100,000 such soldiers, 
irregularly comprised in detail, will 
take enormous labor and time, as well 
as a waste of money which would- have 
been obviated by previous organization 
into- * modern national military ma- 
chine. 


Nearly every high army officer and 


aiaoy national guard officers have at 
on« time or another pointed ont these 
dangers and urged some scheme for con- 
gressional action. Several of these plans 
have received careful attention, -while 
ethers have been dismissed as impracti- 
cal because of their too European heavi- 
ness or expense. The majority of them, 
however, have failed to win approval 
because they did cot properly recognize 
.the civilian side of the service or the 
sensibilities of the states and difference 
in state laws. 


Some have not remembered that the 


ameront of training a militiaman can 
posribly receive is limited; that he is a 
working citiaen first and a soldier aft- 
erward, and the amount of time sacri- 
ficed cannot be much larger. If a pow- 
erful national force is to be organized 
oat of the militia, it Dust be carefully 
adaxrted *to, meet the variety of state 
conditions, and if effected quickly must 
disturb at little as possible the existing 


ihtary laws of different common- 


The proper plan to follow in the case 


is to perfect an organization of the 
forces for the purpose of foreign war 
only, leaving for every other dirty the 
military under the same authority as if 
BO national reserve existed. Belonging 
to the larger body would affect, each 
command only in the matter of its 
improved efficiency and equipment, as 
well as uniformity in size of regiments. 


Whatever service the troops perform 


asjuembers of the national force must 
be considered as additional to all state 
duty, and complete regiments only, 
which under their own state laws are 
required to do a certain amount of drill 
and field duty every year ior the state, 
must be eligible to the reserve. 


Upon enrollment in the reserve the 


United States should provide each regi- 
ment with complete equipment and 
with anna. They ought to have two 
uniforms, one for field service and one 
lor parade, for the facts must not be 
loss sight of that militia troops runs* 
always be given the opportunity to show 
themselves upon occasions in dress uni- 
form and that, however unmilitary it 
may seem to some professional soldiers, 
this endowment of a handsome uniform 
does too ranch for the enthusiasm and 
espnt de corps to well be ignored. 


The performance of weekly drill (but

This should 
l« carefully preserved. Light hammer- 
ing consolidates the particles of steel 
aod toughens the forging. It is said 
that continuous, steady aud light blows 
with a hammer-will magnetic steel. 
It seeds to pus Mfe into it. If it is nec- 
essary to grind a spring, do it at the 
outset and before much of the hammer- 
ing is done. Do not put it ou an emery 
wheel. It breaks the cuiicle and de~- 
stroys the integrity of the metal. The 
hardening may be done by heating a 
large piece of iron to a red heat, then 
putting the spring on tho ana nutil it 
is heated through. 


Another way is to hold the spring 


over a bright fire until it is sufficiently 
hot. It should be kept some distance 
from the fire, so as noc to heat too 
quickly. When it is of a light red and 
all of a color, plunge it into cool water. 
£to not u$£ ice water, as is so often sug- 
gested. Be careful in putting in the 
spring that the sudden cooling of one 
side d«s set drsw it cut ol shape, 
it is pet in slowly, is is Trarpcd by the 
sudden cooling of one portion. 
When 


fully tempered, polish the spring with 
emery cloth until it is thoroughly clean 
and bright Saturate a piece of paper 
with oil, light it and allow the smoke 
to collect on the spring until it is en- 
tirely coated with the black. Then heat 
it over the forge fire very slowly. Do 
not let one part burn off clean while 
the other is still black, but let it dis- 
appear all over the spring at the same 
time if possible. The perfection of tem- 
per comes from slow and careful han- 
dling and the utmost deliberation in 
heating and hammering.—New York 
Ledger.

Mother Stewart, of Springfield,O., 


whose name will go down in his- 
ory as the leader of the great 
women's crusade of Ohio, in 1873 
was born In Piketown, April 25 
1816. 
This last April she was 


SI years old, and it was celebrat 
ed throughout the land. She was 
thrown out on her own resources al 
the age of 12. She acquired sufficient 
education to teach, and later on 
reached a good position among the 
educators of Ohio. At the age of u 
she united with the M. E. church 
She was faithful tu the church, acd 
gave liberally to all of her bcaevo 
tcnces. 


"In 1858 she became a member of 


the Good Templar order. 
During 


the war her husband and two sons 
went to the front of the battle. She 
gathered up supplies for the sick anr 
wounded and sent them, and later 01 
she went to the front to nurse and 
comfort the sick, and it was whlli 
she was doing this mission work thai 
she got 
the 
name of 'Mothe 


Stewart.1 


Mother Stewart commenced the 


crusade in her own town, Springfield 
Immediately after it was commence! 
In Hlllsboro, December, 1873, am? 
Springfield was the first to surrender 
and Immediately she begat* tu organ 
Ize 100 women into a band of temper 
ance workers. This was the first 
organization, 
but 
the 
name o 


the W. O. T. U. was not 
giv 


en to this organization uuiii the To! 
lowing spring In Columbus, of whlc! 
1 will especially refer to In my nex 
article. Mother Stewart kept on or 
gant'/.lng in the meantime, until sh 
had one hundred or more bands 1 
Ohio, and then she was kept bus 
In adjoining states teaching th 
blessed gospel of temperance taugh 
In His word, and upon this stron 
foundation the W. C. T. U. was built 
Mother Stewart went to the sunn 
south, Atlanta, (i».,and carried th 
same message of lova to the whit 
and colored wamen alike, the sam 
story of Jesus and his love to falle 
humanity.

"Wasit to be wondered at that all 


countries vied with each other to do 
her honor? Mother Stewart's work 
began before the crusade in behalf of 
rempcrance legislation, in the year 
1858, 15 years before the crusade. 
There was a state law enacted about 
>hat time (have forgotten whose law), 
)ut the sum and substance of the law 
•as this: 'That wives could sue the 


saloon keepeis for the moniy spent 
jy their husbands at their places, 
and recover it." So Mother Stewart 
lelped many a wife to recover the 
money 
spent 
by her 
husband. 


Mother Stewart only regretted that 
ost time and lest character could not 
lave been recovered also. 


'Her grand work has continued 


through all these years, and now, 
while she is not able to leave home, 
confined to her couch with old age, 


d a broken limb, she Is still pray- 


ing and planning for the Lord's work. 
Greetings from every religious and 
reform assembly, both national and 
International, are sent to her, con- 
gratulating her upon her grand work 
Cor God, home and every land."

As the Tariff Won't Brine Prosperity 


Will Kefonn the Currency. 


As the certain prospect of a high tar- 


iff law has failed to bring renewed con- 
fidence and business activity, and as the 
equally certain prospect that tbe law 
when it conies will also fail to serve 
those ends, we are beginning to catch a 
glimpse of what is to be done next, says 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. In fact, 
one end of the new trick card is already 
peeping out of the sleeve. 


We are hearing a great deal now cf 


'the mandate of the people to reform 
the currency system." In olSwHenoe to 
that "mandate," we are told, congress, 
at tbe^regnlar session beginning next 
December, will authorize the president 
to appoint a currency commission to 
agiee upon aud report to congress a 
plan to "reform the currency." 


The "reformers" say that the propo- 


sal will meet with opposition in con- 
gress, but that if the bill is passed the 
currency commission will get to work 
some time nest summer and report its 
bill to the short session of 1899. In the 
meantime the country is to be assured 
daily that, the reason for the absence of 
prosperity is the uncertainty as to what 
changes in the money system the com- 
mission will recommend and congress 
approve. 


The "mandate" of tbe people last 


year was to let the money system alone. 
The 
Republican 
platform 
declared 


against change. The financial exchanges 
thundered against ''uncertainty" and 
"currency tinkering." What we want, 
said the gold party, is stability and rest 
from constant .agitation. What the 
country needs is rest from experiments 
with the currency, was the consensus of 
goldite opinion. 


At no time or place, on the stump or 


in the cold press, could the single stand- 
ard advocates be brought to consider 
ways and means of stopping bond sales. 
They would not admit that they intend- 
ed to destroy the greenbacks and substi- 
tute national bank notes. Jt is enough, 
they declared, to establish business and 
vaines on the basis of gold, the raoscy 
of tho great commercial nations. 


This they did. And now they say they 


have "a mandate from the country to 
reform the currency system." This 
ni'-'anH ssesrtiisty, 
KCTCI tinkering, 


more agitation and more depression of 
business. 


WANTED BOAT PLANS. 


AN ATTEMPT TO STEAL DESIGNS O» 


THE HOLUkND SUBMARINE BOAT.

A bold attempt was reot-atly made 


to steal rue plans of the Holland sub- 


rine boat laoix-hcd a few weeks pre- 


viously from Niion's shipyard nt Eliza- 
**tipcat, ST. J, 


About the middle of March a HUB 


trbo had got employment at the yards 
•was found inside the boat at the coon 
hovir making sketches, lie was dismiss- 
ed at ouce, and orders were given to let 
ouly tbe most trusted men approach 
the craft. The purpose of this man was 
never explained, aud the belief «xisia 
that he was the agent of a foreign gov- 
ernment. 


The last attempt was planned with 


the utmost care. All the plans used in 
the shipyard are kept in- a safe especial- 
ly constructed for their protection. It is 
a steel structure t«sn feet square and of 
the same height 


In addition to these safeguards watch- 


men are kept on duty about the safe day 
and night, and a combination lock lend's 
additional security. 


The draftsman had carried a batch 


of plans down stairs and had put them 
in the safe. By chance this batch did 
not include the designs for the Holland 
submarine boat. When ba returned to 
the drawing room to get these plans, 
he left the door of the safe open. On 
his return he discovered that some one 
had been there and had' made awav 
with the tin box containing 4250 in 
cash, together with a bundle of valua- 
ble papers. 


A short time subsequently the com- 


pany received through the mails an en- 
velope containing the papers which had 
been stolen. Not being the plans of the 
submarine boat, tbe thief had consider- 
ation enough to return them. 


Captain John Soley, superintendent 


of the yard, was so gratified that the 
plans -were safe that he did not consider 
the loss worth reporting to tbe police. 
When seen about the matter, he said: 


"It is true we will not allow an out- 


sider, it matters not who he may be, to 
go inside of the Holland boat or to get 
a look at the working plans. One of the 
first requisites for a man to get work in 
this yard is that he keep silent about 
the work going on. Any violation of 
this rule is punished with dismissal. 


"The representatives of several for- 


eign governments have been here to in- 
quire about, and to examine the Holland 
boat I have allowed them to look at 
the exterior, but not the interior. The 
value of the secret of its construction is 
hard to estimate. Its perfect success has 
not yet been demonstrated, but if it is 
successful it will be of immense value 
to tha government which owns it. 


•;The secret agents of a foreign gov- 


ernment, if they sought to gain posses- 
sion of such valuable plans, would stop 
in .New Sort and would be seen in 
Elizabethport as little as possible. They 
are too crafty to be caught loafing about 
the entrance of a shipyard." 


It has been stated over and over that 


the Holland submarine boat would go 
in commission under the flag of the Cu- 
ban republic. All that is awaited, say 
dispatches from Washington, is the rec- 
ognition of the belligerent rights of the 
Cuban insurgents bylhe administration. 
High officials at the navy department 
have admitted that the new submarine 
destroyer has been built for this pur- 
pose. 


The United States governaeiii; iias 


not authorized the construction of the 
vessel, ncr has any other naticn done 
so. The work has been rushed. Mr. Nix- 
on says he does not know where the ves- 
sel is to go, or what flag she is to fly, 
and the officers of the Holland Subma- 
rine Boat company in this city declare 
they have nothing to say about her ex- 
cept that she will be sent to Washing- 
ton to be exhibited to members of con- 
gress and to the naval authorities. 


It has been stated that the agents of 


Spain had their eyes on the boat and 
might buy her to prevent her falling in- 
to the hands of tbe Cubans. 


Bepresentatives of the Cuban junta 


in New York have ma(e efforts to get 
an option on the boat. If they should 
get the prize, the navy of the United 
States could not prevent her stealing 
out of New York harbor. 


The suspicion that some naval attache 


of a foreign legation may have insti- 
gated the attempt is based on the fact 
that these officers are sent, for the spe- 
cial purpose of getting secret plans of 
vessels, fortifications and military op- 
erations. Thoir governments encourage 
them in obtaining such information by 
any means and pay the bills they incur 
without; question or scrutiny. They are 
military spies iu time of peace.. 


They openly declare there is nothing 


worth possessing of which they havo 
not full knowledge, 
A few month"

•rifuoe wts do not kuow tbe cause of 
sui-h extremely long, cool spells as the 
country has bt*a recently. Not evt-ii a 
satisfactory thfory can at present bt> 
fonnu!ate-d, although scientific weather 
fort-cast in g is uow a quarter of a cen- 
tury eld. What the future may hold is 
uncertain. We are gradually fsu-uyiuj; 
the period over which wt-athtr cau bw 
forecasted with reasonable aecuracv. 
But causes of *-xu>uded weather condi- 
tions are not known. It is better for 
U» public to know the limitations of 
our powers than to be deluded with 
false ideas. 


The long range forecaster is a fraud 


preying upon the credulity of the pub- 
lic. For instance, say, March has an av- 
erage of four storms. He scatters them 
scveu days apart through the month. 
Then li« says the storm taay come the 
day before this date or the day after. 
Hake up such forecast for tbe month of 
March, and it will be seea that it is not 
a difficult thing to do. 


When a month of abnormal condi- 


tions occurs the long rango forecaster 
strikes nothing, because he has figured 
on the average conditions prevailing. I 
am annoyed by these long range weather 
forecasters trying to indulge in a fore- 
casting contest a yo»r in advance. I 
•will not gratify them, because both of 
us will practically be making a blind 
guess without any scientific basis for the 
predictions cf either. In such a contest 
they would be as liable to win as I, but 
no merit would attach to the winner in 
such a contest—Willis L. Moore, Chief 
United States Weather BareaaV'iu New 
York Journal.

•'Around this bush there most have 


been :it least 40 other bird.-*, of one kiud 
or another, catbirds aud brown thrash- 
ers and wrens and grass chippies, and 
so 011, that had been attracted by the 
unfortunate catbird's cries aud its ef- 
forts to escape, aud that appeared to 
have gathered there to help it. They 
fluttered about close to the bosh, flying 
aronnd at a great rate aud making a lot 
of noise, but not really doing anything. 
Some of the smaller birds would fly 
aronnd very close to the bush or even 
fly under it, and I imagine some of the 
bigger birds saying to some of these 
venturesome little fellows, 'Here, you 
brown thrasher, yon, why don't you get 
under him there and push on bis wing?' 
But the brown thrasher would only go 
about so close. He wasn't going to get 
caught. What the birds would have 
done finally I don't know. I think they 
would have helped the catbird in some 
way, but I undertook to help it myself. 


"Of course I couldn't go right up to 


it, for that would have frightened it, 
and may be made it hurt itself even 
worse. I had with me a sawed off broom 
stick that I carried for a walking stick, 
and I undertook to free the catbird 
with that. I thrust the stick through the 
brier bush, all the other 40 birds look- 
ing on, aud brought the end of it gen- 
tly against the catbird's wing and push- 
ed the wing off the thorn. But in start- 
ing away the catbird got the wing 
caught again on another thorn. That 
was bad, aud I stood off a miunto de- 
liberating about what to do next, the 
whole flock of birds still nattering 
round and the imprisoned catbird now 
pretty nearly exhausted. It was a time 
to drop all ceremony, and I simply 
walked up to the bush and took the cat- 
bird off the thorn with my hands. 


"Just beyond the brier bushes there 


was a smooth grassy spot in the woods 
and I laid the catbird down there, the 
whole lot of birds that had been hover- 
ing about the brier bush following 
along, more or less near, and hanging 
around there. Pretty soon the catbird 
got up and flew to a little tree nearby. 
It wasn't strong, bnt it could fly aud its 
wings were all right. When it flew up 
into the tree, all the other birds flew 
away. From the tree the catbird sang 
its thanks to me, and there I left it. "— 
New fork Sun. 


ORIENTAL EYHS. 


Their Much Lauded Beaoty Dae to False 


Mode* of Living. 


An esteemed correspondent of The 


Woman's Arena writes, "May not the 
much landed largeness and luster of the 
oriental eye be due to false modes of 
living and to a low grade of civiliza- 
tion?" 


In the first place these charms are 


never found among the working classes 
or among the tillers of tho soil.

ters in Constantinople and Cairo, in 
Aden and Bombay, in Calcutta and Ja- 
bore, and even in Hongkong and Can- 
ton, and in nearly every instance the 
women's rooms were small and dark. 
Where there were windows these -were 
mere slits in the wall, which did not 
allow any direct light to enter. 


The doorway was small and the door 


was solid and nearly always closed. The 
lamp was usually a taper and sometimes 
a candle. The room or rooms looked out 
upon a long hall or corridor, which was 
also dark and gloomy, and Uiis in turn 
upon an arched and roofed veranda. 


In nearly all of these places a wom- 


an's daily life, was conducted iu shadow 
and shade, and after sundown she had 
less light than fell to tho lot of the pil- 
grim fathers 250 years ago. 


Under these conditions thn human 


eye develops like that of the cat and 
dog. 
It becomes larger and seemingly 


moro lustrous iu order to allow the 
owner to move about in safety and com- 
fort. Transfer this unfortunate woman 
to tho open street, the field or the deck 
of a steamer, aud her eyes are in a tor- 
ture from the sunlight. Her furehead is 
contracted by a terrible frown, her eye- 
lids are screwed together arid her nyes 
seem to be just the opposite of what 
they are described in poetry and ro- 
mance.

tloiug niucli of both — amid the wrangles 
Of t-'tatts uud tbo clash of powers, out 
tcliirveuiciii of vast beneficence has 
U"«u i<vrforiufcd so unostentatiously tliat 
it is actually in danger of being over- 
looked and ignored by the world. A 
British army advances a few leagues 
np the Nile, and Europe is couvu' ?ec!. A 
tributary Boer colony defies its suzerain 
power, and the world looks on breath- 
less. The titular sultan of Zanzibar 
emancipates the glares held in his own 
palace and the f<-v roods of land adjoin- 
ing still left to him of his domain, and 
long dispatches are cabled and leading 
articles written about it. But when a 
quier, matter of fact administrator who, 
as Kipling sang of "Bobs, " does not 
advertise, abolishes shivery among the 
millions of the finest native race in the 
whole continent and cuts np by the 
roots one of the greatest slave trading 
organizations in the world, belated ref- 
erence is made to the fact in an obscure 
line or two. The name of Sir George 
Goldie is not the most familiar in the 
world, and the statement that he has 
abolished the- slave system imposed by 
the Foulabs upon the Honssas may not 
convey a striking significance to the av- 
erage ear. Yet there has not for mauy a 
day come out of Africa a worthier bit 
of news. 


The -western Sudan — that is, the Ni- 


ger country, extending from the shores 
of the gulf of Guinea to the famous and 
mysterious city of Timbuktu — is one of 
the richest and most populous regions of 
all Africa and is occupied by the bes>t 
cf all tbe native tribes. Among these 
latter first place must be given to the 
Honssas. Physically and intellectually 
they show u magnificent development. 
They are at once brave and docile and 
bavo au industrial capacity of very 
high order. There are not many finer 
troops in tbo world than the Honssu 
regiments of the British army. But 
these people and tbe neighboring tribes 
were long ago conquered in a "holy 
war" by the Mohammedan Foulahs, a 
semi-Arab tribe led by one Othman 
Dan Fodio, and they have since been 
held in subjection to 
them, largely 


tbrongh religions superstition. The suc- 
cessors of Podio, the present emperor 
being the eleventh, have thus reigned 
over a vust empire of 
iucalculable 


wealth. Kaiio, in Sokoto, is its capital, 
of which place the commercial impor- 
tance may be reckoned from the fact 
that it.« central market place is thronged 
by a daily average of from 25,000 to 
80,000 traders from all parts of the 
continent — Morocco, Egypt, Zanzibar, 
thu Kongo, Angola and the Cape — and 
its cloih factories clothe more than one 
half the people of the whole western 
and central riudan. 


The, curse of this region has been the 


glavi- fcystcm imposed by the Foulabu, 
not only upon the Houssas, but upon 
all neighboring tribes aud oven extend- 
ing to remote pans of tho coutiiieiic. 
The raiding iinii the trafficking iu slaves 
maintained by tho emperor of Hokotc 
has for year's iimonutud to more than 
that of all the rest of Africa put to- 
gctuer. The fvstera has been rusponsi ble 
for countless horrible excesses, such as 
tho-ie of Xtipy and Benin, and 
has 


served more than all else to prevent tho 
nregriss of that part of Africa toward 
high civilization. 


Now. happily, it is ended. The Brit' 


is); administrator in Nigeria, SirGuorgo 
Uoldic. lias ended it once uiid forever. 
He has crushiti tho bloody tyrants of 
Benin and Nupe with a strong hand 
and has sent forth au edict, winch will 
be obeyed, that there shall b« no more 
slave raiding or trading in all that laud. 
Tho Foulahs, who form scarcely oue- 
sixtli of the population, will no longer 
be allowed to tyrannize over the Hous- 
sas. The hitter, some 12, 000, 000 strong, 
will enjoy the blessings of freedom and 
good government and may confidently 
be expected to attain a fine degree of 
civilization. There, bus not been a great- 
er work done for humanity in the dsrk 
continent since the achievements of 
Gordon and Baker in the eastern Sudan 
than that done in Nigeria by Sir George 
Goldie — New York Tribune.

EDUCATION IN QUEBEC. 


Tl»«r Cliurcli No Luu£rr to Hav* 


of UM> SclitKiU. 


Th« rt^it-utly iubtalled Liberal gov- 


ernment in tut- province cf Quebec will 
ttort a reform in the educational sys- 
tem of Fit nth Canada without delay. 
Tht policy of tbe new government will 
•withdraw the primary schools from ee- 
cltt-iastical control and place them nn- 
ier tht> protection of a department of 
Ihfo government. The undertaking will 
be attended with difficulty, there being 
no intention to interfere with the work 
of the Protestant board of education, 
which at present is practically on the 
same footing as the Roman Catholic 
branch, thu schools being by agreement 
conducted on denominational lines. 


The Roman Catholic clergy will re- 


sent the state influence being extended 
over one class of the schools only. They 
are irritated at the consent of tbe papal 
delegate, Mgr. Merry del Val, to the 
Liberal settlement of the schools ques- 
tion in Manitoba. The delegate could 
not help himself, the Manitoba govern- 
ment having closed the question before 
his arrival in the country. It is known, 
however, that understandings have been 
given that the terms of the settlement 
will be greatly modified by the new reg- 
ulations. Tbe school system of Manito- 
ba will be made to resemble the plan 
adopted in Nova Scotia. 


In Quebec tho government will exer- 


cise all the power over the Catholic 
schools that the government of Ontario 
exercises over the Protestant schools 
of that province, which are almost ex- 
clusively attended by Protestant chil- 
dren. In this way the Liberal view of 
education will prevail in all provinces 
of the Dominion. The papal delegate is 
now in Winnipeg, paying particular at- 
tention to the condition of things there. 
The Quebec bishops are defeated at nil 
noiuts. — St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

To make one of these implements of 


war requires not, only great skill, but 
the use of very costly machinery. Not 
only must the steel be cooked in enor- 
muns furnaces, but it must be seasoned 
as delicately as the most expensive dish 
for u bauo.net. Chemistry is called upon 
to »ay just wht-n the metal ot which 
the gun is made is of the proper degree 
of purity. 


Then the steel is cast into a long cast- 


ing. When it is cooled, it is forged or 
elongated under pressure while hot. 
Thou it is turned outside and inside on 
enormous lathes. Then it is tempered, 
so as to harden the metal and to distrib- 
ute the molecules evenly through the 
mass to prevent dangerous strains and 
bursting when the gun is fired. Then it 
is turned again outside and inside with 
absolute accuracy as to size. Then the 
powder chamber is finished, and the 
mechanism for the fastening of 
the 


breech block is made. Then the gun is 
ready for its carriage, without which, 
of course, it could do no work. — Har- 
per's Round Table. 


PLACE DE LA CONCORDE. 


The Most FamouH and Beautiful Square In 


Gay ami Vivacious Pariti. 


The most important public square in 


Paris and one of the handsomest iu tbe 
whole world is tbe Place de la Concorde. 
In the center rises the obelisk of Luxor, 
presented by the pasha of Egypt to Louis 
Philippe. It is flanked on either side by 
a large fountain. The Pl.ve de la Con- 
corde seems somewhat wrongly called, 
in view of the history of the spot. One 
htindred and fifty yearr ago it was an 
open field, but in 1748 the city accepted 
the gracious permission of Louis XV to 
erect a statue to him here. The place 
then took his name and retained it till 
jhe new regime, in 1789, melted do>vu 
the statue and converted it into 3 cent 
pieces. 


On the 30th of May, 1T70, during an 


exhibition of fireworks here, a panic 
took place and 1,200 people were tram- 
pled to death and 3,000 more were se- 
vere^- injured. The occasion vras the 
attempt of the people to express hy a 
graml celebration their unbounded joy 
at the recent marriage of the young 
dauphin with the Austrian 
piinoes.-

Tbe trial in the Bentley muuler 


case Is nearlng an ecd . All of the re- 
maining witnesses for the defense, 
Including the defendant 
himself, 


«re examined this morning, and 


this afternoon at 2-15 o'clock the 
prosecute o began intrcducing tbe 
testimony withheld for rebuttal. 
Simons was a gocd witness and did 
not became excited when rigidly 
cross-examined by prosecuting attor- 
ney Bidecour. Most of the testi- 
mony introduced through other wit- 
nesses this morning was Intended for 
the purpose of impeaching tha testi- 
mony of HankTalbot. 


William Dlmond was the first wit- 


ness called this morning. He stated 
that be came here last July. Knew 
William Bentley, the murdered man. 
Said that Bentley was a dangerous, 
violent man. 


On cross-examination Dlmond said 


that he was never in the penitentiary. 
Was born In North Carolina. Said 
he liked William Bentley: had played 
craps with him in 'Possum Hollow: 
didn't go there to see Delia Jones. 


BARTLKT 6TKCKJKR 


was next called. Knew Wm. Bent- 
ley; was frequently In his company; 
Considered him a dangerous man. 


Upon cross-examination Stroger 


stated that Bentley was a good fellow 
when not drunk: was all right unless 
some one started something with 
him. Witness said he had only carved 
one man since he bad been In Ohio. 


•TAMES KLAIR 


was recalled and stated that he knew 
of Bentley as a dangerous man. 


On cross-examination witness said 


Bentley was as nice a man when sober 
as one would care to meet. 
Witness 


was father of William Blair and Mlna 
Bird. 


OKORGE MYBBS. 


Mr. Myers stated that he knew 


William Benfley. 
Worked with him 


in Sanford's stone quarry. 
Said 


Bentley's reputation was bad. Upon 
cross examination Mr. Myers said 
that he did not like Bentley very 
well. 


JOHN KING 


knew of William Bentley. Heard 
people say that be was a nice man 
when be was not drinking.
